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Fire Damages Historic Marion House 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

From the sharp curve in the street, it's difficult 
to see what is wrong with the small Cape-style home 
standing on temporary beams at 370 Delano Road. All 
it takes is a walk to the north side of the house, away 
from the street, to see that the historical home was nearly 
destroyed in a recent fire. 

Bright blue tarps on the roof of the antique 
structure hide the extensive damage done when a 
December 4 fire ripped through the rear of the house, 
burning a significant hole in the siding and roof. Bits of 
glass, plaster, and shreds of Oriental rug litter the ground 
below the building. A chunk of pink insulation rolls 
across the lawn, and Susan Dexter chases it so it doesn't 
wind up in the Weweantic River. 

After climbing a ladder to get to the elevated

building, Tom Dexter, co-owner of the antique house, 
grimly surveys the damage with his wife. Their silence 
is punctuated by the occasional slam of a door upstairs, 
since the house is located on a windy spot where the 
Weweantic River empties into Buzzard's Bay. The 
windows are still open from the fire, and a gaping hole in 
the back of the home means that the winds sweep through 
the house, slamming doors and blowing salt air over the 
heaps of fire-damaged antiques. Small personal touches - 
like beaded curtains and a soot-covered piano - reflect a 
warm, homey past. 

For the Dexter s, the damage is two-fold: the 
house represented a lot of history to the town, but it 
represented a lot of history to their family as well. Mr. 
Dexter ' s grandfather, Benjamin Dexter, was one of several 
generations of Dexters to be born and raised in the cozy 
central-chimney cape. World War I veteran Benjamin 
Dexter recalled when his family also rented out rooms to 
boarders. One of those boarders was none other than local 
maritime legend, Joshua Slocum, who traveled around 
the world in a 37 foot boat called The Spray and afterward, 
spent some time at the Dexter house in Marion. 

According to Judith Rosbe's Images of America 
book on Marion, the house was built around 1750, but 
the Marion assessor's database places the house at 
1690, which would make it the oldest standing house in 
Marion. The discrepancy in dates is because of a fire that 
significantly damaged the house in the early 1700's. Mr.

Dexter said that the house was reconstructed after the 
fire. The extent of original (1690) material in the home is 
currently unknown. 

In a 1998 town survey, Sippican Historical Society 
member Edward Gordon evaluated 370 Delano Road as 
an 18 th century structure, and found records that indicated 
Benjamin F. Dexter lived in the house in 1926 and was a 
grocer at the time. Besides being a boarding house, Tom 
Dexter said it was also a farmhouse, and records show 
that it was in close proximity to a Delano Road saltworks. 

It is hard to define the structure as "the oldest 
house in Marion ,/ , despite what assessor's records say, 
because the 18 th century fire could 7 ve consumed the entire 
structure, leaving just a granite foundation. To Mr. Dexter,

the point is moot; his concern isn't with the house being 
the oldest in town, but the fact that it was home to his 
grandfather, and briefly, a home to Joshua Slocum. 

Mr. Dexter grew up hearing stories from his 
grandfather about Joshua Slocum and his stay at the 
Delano Road residence. Mr. Slocum would remark to the 
Dexter family that the locale, with its privacy, its view of 
the water, marsh and wildlife, was idyllic - he thought the 
house was the "perfect place on earth/ 7 Mr. Slocum paid 
for his board in part with a catboat. 

The house, with its post and beam construction 
and horsehair plaster, was obviously well-made, 
considering it withstood centuries of strong ocean winds, 
a damaging fire, and is still now considered structurally 
sound for rebuilding. The house wasn't even originally 
bolted to its foundation. Mr. Dexter said that the old 
insulation, in addition to the Marion Fire Department's 
quick response with a ladder truck, saved the house from 
complete destruction. 

"I can't say enough about our fire department/' 
said Mr. Dexter. "They saved the house. They got here in 
no time and I was pleased with them. Without the ladder 
truck, there would' ve been more damage." 

The house had been on lifts, wasn't connected to 
electricity, and there had been no combustible equipment 
in the house when the blaze started. The Dexter 's feelings 
from the beginning were that the house had been 
intentionally set on fire. The Massachusetts fire marshal's

office confirmed this suspicion on Friday, December 11, 
saying that there was a monetary reward of up to $5,000 
for anyone in the community with information on the 
arson. The fire marshal's office has attached a poster to 
the house with more information on the reward. 

For Tom and Susan Dexter, the restoration project 
is far from over. They paid a dollar for the house with the 
understanding that they would save it from destruction, 
and according to Ms. Dexter, they are "more determined 
than ever" to fulfill their mission. They initially wanted 
to move the house to a different location in Marion, but 
most of the available land plots were land-locked or cost- 
prohibitive. They decided they would move the house 
a short distance and annex it to their existing home. 
Although the situation wasn't "ideal" to them, it would 
still save the house. 

"Until we exhaust all resources for financing, we 
won't give up on this," said Mr. Dexter. The house, which 
was vacant and temporarily "parked" on their neighbor's 
land at the time of the fire, was not insured. 

At this point, the Dexters are upset about almost 
losing this piece of family and town history. They are 
especially upset about the danger that the fire presented 
to the nearby home, which includes young children. "It 
was disregard for safety of others," Mr. Dexter said of 
the suspected arson. "This (restoration) may be the most 
significant thing I'll do in my lifetime, but I'm more upset 
about the fact that this family was put in danger. That's 
not right." 

In the meantime, the Dexter family is trying to 
find a silver lining, and hoping to find a grant or a loan to 
complete their work. Ms. Dexter scanned the old granite 
foundation with a metal detector, trying to find artifacts - 
so far, she has turned up some very rusted metal bits and 
an Indian-head penny.

The Committee approved the minutes of the 
November 9, 2009 meeting. 

In her Financial Report, Ms. Isernio remarked 
that "everyone has been really conservative" with their 
spending, which is important with the financial crunch 
facing the schools. A "catastrophe was averted" at OHS, 
according to Ms. Isernio. A septic pump at the school 
failed and the alarm to alert the failure didn't sound. The 
tank filled up, and was caught just in time, and the school 
is working on just one pump until a more permanent 
solution is sought. 

Ms. Isernio needed one transfer of $90 from 
general supply to music so the piano could be tuned for 
the school holiday concert. The transfer was approved. 

Teresa Hamm presented a Therapeutic In-School 
Program proposal, where 3 students with "very high 
needs" from Mattapoisett, Marion, and Rochester would 
benefit from an in-district program with the Walker 
Partnership. This could make the district appealing to 
other districts to "tuition-in" students with similar needs, 
and would keep down the cost of transporting Tri-Town 
students to other schools. Dr. Cooper supported the 
measure, saying that the program "in time will be a cost- 
saving measure for the Tri-Town." 

Since some members of the Committee were just 
hearing about the In-School idea for the first time, and 
since Chairperson Knox suggested that they needed more 
financial and action plan information before approving, 
the item was tabled and will be discussed at the Joint 
Committee meeting on January 28.

School Committee was called to order by Chairman Peter 
Bangs on December 9, 2009 at 6:00 pm. Also present 
were Committee members Joseph Scott, Paul Silva, Nick 
Decas, Paula Meere, Robin Rounseville, and Virginia 
Beams, Superintendent William Cooper, ORRHS Principal 
Michael Devoll, ORRJHS Principal Kevin Brogioli, School 
Business Administrator Kathleen Isernio, and Director of 
Student Services Teresa Hamm were also present. 

In the Chairperson's Report, Dr. Bangs remarked 
that they were already one-third through the school year, 
which was evidenced when his children brought home 
their Term 1 report cards. Dr. Bangs said that the year was 
going by " quick as it always does/ 7 

In the Superintendent's Report, Dr. Cooper 



said that budgeting for Fiscal Year 2011 has begun, and 
will continue through the early part of 2010. Incoming 
superintendent Douglas White will be involved in the 
compilation and presentation of the budget. The budget 
will be 3-tiered, involving 3 different possible budgetary 
scenarios. Dr. Cooper said that budgeting would be a 
"prodigious task, but we have to do it in the best way 
possible/ 7 

In the Principal's Report, ORRHS principal 
Michael Devoll said that absenteeism, at the height of the 
flu outbreak, had reached 20% . High school teachers gave 
out more incomplete grades than ever, but Mr. Devoll 
estimates about 99% of the Term 1 incomplete grades have 
been completed. Mr. Devoll acknowledged that part of 
the problem was with high-achieving students who didn't 
want to miss school during the outbreak. 

Committee member Paula Meere told Mr. Devoll 
that she noticed her junior high school child had an easier 
time catching up after sickness than her high school- 
aged child because the assignments were posted on the 
ORRJHS site, but not on the ORRHS website. Mr. Devoll 
said that this was intentional, since by high school, they 
want to encourage students to initiate contact with the 
teachers in regards to their assignments. 

According to Mr. Devoll, Our Town was "an 
exceptional production. Drama Club does a tremendous 
job." The ORRHS Drama Club is the biggest club at the 
school, between performers and the crew.

Saturday school sessions continue for junior high 
students in need of extra assistance in core subjects. Dr. 
Bangs asked Mr. Brogioli if the students were "invited 
or compelled" to the Saturday sessions, and Mr. Brogioli 
said that the program was entirely voluntary, with 
students receiving some credit towards their grades with 
attendance. 

Since there was not a quorum of Committee 
members from the previous meeting, the minutes of the 
November 12 meeting could not be approved. 

Senior Class President Annie Saucier came before 
the Committee with administrative intern Chris Garth 
to discuss "Senior Privilege." The proposed plan would 
allow seniors with free first periods to come in late, 
and seniors with free last periods to leave school early 
Since the students are on a rotating block, all seniors in 
good standing would have the opportunity to use senior 
privilege at some point. 

The limitations detailed by Ms. Saucier and 
Mr. Garth would make senior privilege available only 
to students with a GPA equivalent to a C- average, and 
any kind of history of discipline issues, absenteeism, 
or tardiness would disqualify a senior from eligibility 
Currently, there are about 80 senior students who qualify 
for the privilege under the model. 

Mr. Garth said that the privilege was an incentive 
for students to keep their grades up, and would help 
seniors transition into college life, when they won't have 
to report to a bell. 

The high school staff voted 47-3 in favor of 
supporting the proposed senior privilege. The School 
Student Counsel gave unanimous support of it. 

Mr. Devoll noted that the measure would perhaps 
prevent "senioritis" a condition that develops when high 
school seniors have been accepted into their desired 
schools and no longer have the drive to perform in the 
last few months of high school.

After Ms. Saucier agreed to change the proposal

Ms. Isernio also presented a plan to compensate 
for the $201,000 that has been taken away from regional 
transportation and circuit breakers in Governor Duval's 
recently announced budget cuts. Ms. Isernio said that 
they could use the remaining $94,000 in ARRA funds, 
since they are earmarked for recovery. The rest of the 
money will come from "pockets of money here, there, and 
everywhere" in the budget, according to Ms. Isernio.

The Committee 
was happy with Ms. Isernio's new proposal. 

Dr. Cooper said that the " crumbs' 7 in the budget 
have been collected, and if further budget cuts are 
announced, it will present a real problem for further 
creative budgeting. 

Mr. Devoll then presented a school improvement 
plan to the Committee. The improvement plan was 
"pretty straightforward" according to Dr. Bangs, with 
improvements aimed toward encouraging Tri-Town 
students to attend summer school at ORR instead of 
Wareham. 

The Committee then voted to declare 155 
outdated science textbooks as surplus for disposal. The 
textbooks are no longer relevant to the curriculum, and 
have no monetary value. 

The Committee has determined that the already 
scheduled March ORR Committee meeting, which 
is planned for March 10, will instead be a budgetary 
hearing.

of "emotionally vulnerable" students. Ms. Hamm said 
that Wareham had recently used the Walker Partnership 
program with older students and had successful results. 

Ms. Hamm thought the opportunity was perfect, 
since among the students in need, one was a Mattapoisett 
resident, one was from Marion, and one was a Rochester 
resident, which meant the towns could equally split the 
cost and benefit from the transportation savings. 

The same proposal was made to the Mattapoisett 
School Committee meeting at their December 14 meeting, 
and was not immediately accepted in a vote. The 
Mattapoisett Committee wanted time to review the idea, 
especially since some of the members were seeing the idea 
for the first time.

Heifers Make Good Gifts 

Believe it or not, there are 
children somewhere who are 
not interested in getting a 64 
GB iPod or a Playstation 3 this 
Christmas. They've probably 
never heard of Elmo or Dora 
or even Hannah Montana. To 
a large population, some clean 
water and livestock would be 
far more thrilling than all the 
electronic gadgets in the world, 

Heifer International is a unique charity that provides 
livestock and necessities to world communities in great 
need, mainly developing countries. Heifer International 
started over 60 years ago as Heifers for Relief when 
American founder Dan West, who was working as a 
relief aide, realized that handing out 
cups of milk to starving children was 
less effective than finding a cow to 
supply the children with a steady supply 
of sustenance. The organization was 
based in the same idea as "teach a man 
to fish and he can eat for a lifetime", 
though Mr. West adjusted the phrase to 
read: "Give a cow, not a cup". 

One of the ideas that made Heifer 
International unique and far-reaching 
from the very beginning was the fact 
that families who accepted the heifers 
(young cows who hadn't given birth 
to young yet) would agree to give 
the first-born calf to a needy family. 
With this system, the relief that Heifer 
International provided would extend to 
countless families and generations. 

Heifer International is now centrally located in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, but has several branches and 
officers all over the country, including an educational 
farm in Rutland, Ma. The holiday season has become a 
busy time for the organization, with its "Most Important 
Catalog Ever." 

While the majority of Christmas shoppers thumb 
through clothing and electronics catalogues, the Heifer 
International catalog offers heifers, sheep, llamas, water 
buffalo, goats, ducks, geese and rabbits. The catalog 
has expanded over the years to include honeybees, 
"hope baskets" and a "knitting basket" which supplies 
4 wool-producing animals for years of fiber-making. 
These gifts make communities self-sufficient, and allow 
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impoverished families to spend their money on doctors 
and immunizations instead of food. 

While the price tag on some of the animals may 
seem steep - for instance, a cow is $500, a water buffalo 
is $250 - shoppers have the choice of purchasing a 
"share" of an animal, thereby pooling money and 
eventually purchasing the animal for a family in need in 
one of the 128 countries that Heifer International serves. 
Shoppers can also purchase trees to improve the earth, 
soil, and irrigation. 

Heifer International has won many awards for 
its work, and is most well-known for its transparency 
in spending and administrative costs. In other words, 
the administrators for the non-profit group don't pay 
themselves hefty salaries, and the organization works 
hard to keep operational costs down so donations are 
most effectively used by the families in need. 

Rosemary Grey, Elizabeth 
Taber librarian, got grants from 
area businesses to conduct a Heifer 
International reading incentive this 
past summer. For each hour children 
spent reading, they got a dollar bill 
to go towards buying livestock. "It 
was fabulous," said Ms. Grey, who 



paper "dollar bills" that the children 
symbolically attached to the library 
wall to track progress. Another stand 
at the library shows pictures of the 
kind of livestock they purchased with 
the program, which amounted to "two 
goats, a llama, a flock of chickens, 
^| a flock of ducks, a trio of rabbits, 
honeybees and a hive." Ms. Grey 
intends to repeat the same program next 
summer, since the Heifer International summer reading 
program "inspired kids to read without candy or toys."

Hello Larry

A Serious Man. Starring Michael Stuhlbarg and 
Richard Kind. Directed by Joel and Ethan Coen. 
Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Joel and Ethan Coen have always been 
predictable in their unpredictability. They followed their 
bleak Oscar- winning drama No Country for Old Men 
with the star-studded goof Burn After Reading, and 
now they have made A Serious Man, an unclassifiable, 
vaguely apocalyptic tragedy-farce with hardly any 
name actors. The film's closest antecedent in the Coen 
portfolio is probably 1991 's Barton Fink, another bizarre, 
deadpan- surreal account of the nightmares of a hapless, 
bespectacled Jew. This time, though, the Jewishness is 
right out front — the movie is about man's insufficient 
understanding of the unknowable God. "Accept the 
mystery," advises one character. 

Larry Gopnik (Michael Stuhlbarg), a Minnesotan 
physics teacher circa 1967, seems to have taken on 
the modern version of the suffering of Job. His wife 
is dumping him for another man (and kicking him 
out of the house); his teenage kids are obnoxious; his 
brother (Richard Kind) sits around working on some 
incomprehensible mathematical theory when he's not 
draining his sebaceous cyst. (My first thought: pus 
was also a motif in Barton Fink. My second thought: 
only in the Coens' work would pus be a motif.) Larry 
wonders why all this is happening to him. His (and 
others') agonized refrain is "I haven't done anything." 
Visits to various rabbis bring no relief. Neither does a 
brief, fruitless flirtation with a next-door neighbor who 
sunbathes nude and offers iced tea, pot, and maybe 
herself. 

The title is, naturally, ironic. The slick old man 
who's cuckolding Larry is referred to as a serious man, 




and Larry says he's tried to be one. But truly, nobody 
can be serious in such a capricious universe as the one 
the Coens present. The atmosphere and milieu — the 
bland furnishings, the usual razor- sharp sound design 
and immaculate photography by Roger Deakins — are 
gracefully evoked. Even here, in their mystical-obscure 
mode, the Coens work cleanly and rigorously. The cast, 
mostly unknown to moviegoers, blends into the slightly 
heightened reality. We get a sense of fragile order barely 
holding off disaster. Sometimes, like Barton Fink, the 
style is like nothing so much as a high-toned intellectual 
horror movie. 

The prologue sets the tone: an old Jewish fable 
(made up by the Coens) involving a dead man, or dybbuk, 
who comes calling one snowy night. It has nothing to do 
with the rest of the film, but thematically it prepares us 
for the uncanny. Later, a rabbi tells the supposedly true 
story of a dentist who discovered "Help me" engraved 
in Hebrew on the back of a patient's teeth. Larry briefly 
takes that admonition to heart, for all the good that does 
him. In A Serious Man, signs appear from nowhere and 
seem to signify nothing. So why are they there? It's 
probably no accident that Larry teaches physics and is first 
seen lecturing on Schrodinger's Cat, the famous quantum- 
mechanics paradox illustrating the uncertainty principle: 
the cat in the box is simultaneously alive and dead. So is 
Larry; so, maybe, is God, or at least the God in the movie.
